An Increase of Settlers 


This Year 
Compared With May, 1916 


The returns from the ports of en- 
try received by Boundary Inspector 
L. L.* Kramer for the month of May 
show a wonderful increase in. the 
number of Americans who have cros- 
sed into Canada through the western 
ports of entry between Emerson and 
Coutts. They indicate two thousan 
or more settlers entered the three 
western provinces during the month 
of May this year than in May, 1916. 
There was néarly double the number 
of cars of effects, and the total wealth 
of the incoming people is over three 
times that of the month of May last 
year, being $645, 171. 

The figures’ for May, 1916, were: 
Settlers, 887; cars of. effects, 52; val- 
ue of effects $100,617; wealth of set- 
tlers, $209,580. The ‘figures for the 
month of May this year are: Set- 
tlers, 2,891; cars of effects, 91; value 
of effects, “$128,430 and wealth of 
séttlers, $645, 171. 

The three principal ports of entry 
are Emerson, Man.; North Portal, 
Sask.; and Coutts, Alta. The figures 
for these ports are: Emerson, set- 
tlers 1,607; cars of effects 26; value 
of effects $39,000; wealth of settlers 
$137,944. North Portal: Settlers 611; 
cars of effects 34; value’ of effects 
$47,630; and wealth of settlers $147,- 
494. outts: Settlers 418; cars of 
effects 25; value of effects $34,590; 
wealth of settlers $334,210.

Food Strortage : 


Sperm whale steak and current jel- 
ly is one of the dishes the Bureau of 
Fisheries of the Department of Com- 
merce wants the public to adopt in 
the campaign to prevent waste and 
conserve the supply of foodstuffs for 
the war cmergency. The meat of 
porpoise and dolphins also is sug- 
gested as a palatable dish. 

“Whales and porpoises are -mam- 
mals like cattle and sheep and their 
flesh is meat and not fish,” a repre- 
sentative of the department said. “In 
texture and appearance it “resembles 
beef, though the color is darker red 
and the flavor is closer to that’ meat 
than any other. It is devoid of all 
fishy taste. It is likely that it wall 
soon be obtainable fresh, corned and 
canned, and it is recommended to 
those who have the ‘opportunity to 
purchase it.” 

Residents 
and Portland, Ore., are already get- 
ting away with great quantities of 
whale meat and enjoying it, the same 
representative of the fish industry 
said, and he added that he had seen 
it served and comsumed with relish at 
hotels there. Euch whale furnishes 
about 20,000 pounds of meat, which 
can be served as steak or pot roast.

in Salmon River Country, Like 
British Columbia

M. W. Anderson, writing of a trip | 


The Salmon River country, in north- 
eastern Idaho, is one of these spots 
where the foot of man has trod so sel- 
dom that he is looked upon as a cur- 
fosity rather than an enemy by the 
bears and deers with which the moun- 
tains and villages are populated: The 
country resembles’ very much south- 
eastern British Columbia, and from 
the time, however, when we started 
out in July, aside from a few settlers 
we encountered on Pistol creek and

Most cggs, when laid contaia very 
few or no bacteria that would cause 
decomposition, and the entrance of 
these micro-organisms usually takes 
place because of carelessness or né- 
glect on the port, of those ‘handling 
the eggs. One of the chief sources of 
infection is dirty or damp _ nests. 
I-ggs, like milk, make an excellent 
flace for bacterial growth and de- 
\}velopment and’ they spoil very read- 
ily when kept in dirty or ufsanitary 
conditions. The shell of the eggs 
porous to admit the passage of air 
in and out, but it is coated with a 
tuucilaginous matter which prevents 
the entrance of bacteria unless it is 
very. old, wet, softened by moisture, 
or rubbed off. Therefore, eggs should 
not be washed, held in damp, musty 
places, or handled more than neces- 
sary, and should be marketed-or pre- 
served as’ soon after laying as pos- 
sible.
